Engineer on ihe Northern Pacific Well 


Known Here Was killed in the 


Yards at Duluth. 


Harry W . Frazer, aged 28 years, an 
engineer in the employ of the Northern 
Pacific Railw ay company, was fatally in­ 
jured in a wreck in the Northern 
Paci­ 
fic yards, near the roundhouse, on G ar­ 
field avenue, shortly after 7 o'clock S a t­ 
urday evening, dying while 
being tak­ 
en to the Union depot on tin* Ashland 
passenger train. 
Fraser was running on what is known 
as the “ night transfer,” between Duluth 
and Superior and his train was en route 
for Superior. 
Through some misunder­ 
standing, not explained, several cars, in­ 
cluding an Armour refrigerator car, had 
been switched out on the main line in 
the yards to be picked up by the trans­ 
fer. 
As Fraser’s train rounded the 
curve at the roundhouse, going at a good 
rate of speed, the cars were standing 
directly in front of the engine, several 
hundred feet away. 
Fraser stuck to his post in the a t­ 
tempt to stop his train, but the momen­ 
tum was too great and the locomotive 
struck the end of the refrigerator car. 
The engine was derailed and badly dam­ 
aged, the tank being shoved ahead, 
catching and pinning Fraser so that he 
was extricated with difficulty. 
H e was 
still breathing when taken from the 
wreck but died a few minutes later w ith­ 
out regaining consciousness. 
Ole Berg ­ 
strom, the fireman, jumped in time to 
save his life.

Headquarters oi the Third Japanese 
Army Before1 Port Arthur, Nov. 15, 
vda Pusan, Nov. 10.—It is reported 
that a wound received by General 
títoessel has necessitated liis confine­ 
ment in a hospital, that he refused to 
relinquish the command of the gar 
risen and that he lias issued orders 
to the troops to die at their posts 
lather than surrender. 
It is said that the spirit of the Rus 
sian troops has been dampened by con­ 
tinuous work, the lack of supplies and 
the hopelessness of their ability to 
make any successful defense of the 
fortress. It is said further that many 
of the Russian soldiers are ready to 
surrender, but that they are kept at 
their posts by officers, who threaten 
them with revolvers and that several 
soldiers who were suspected of a de­ 
sire to desert have been shot as a 
warning to others. 
The Japanese now believe that the 
garrison lias almost reached the limit 
of human endurance.

Paris, Nov. 1G.—General Andre has 
resigned the portfolio of minister of 
war and llenry Berteaux, a member of 
the chamber of deputies and a success­ 
ful broker on the bourse, bus been 
nominated as his successor. 
This change in the ministry is the 
culmination of fierce assaults upon 
the administration of the war office, 
in tlic* course of which the chamber 
of deputies was the scene of frequent 
wild disorders, including the recent 
personal assault upon General Andre. 
These events stirred the public to a 
high pitch of excitement and particu 
larly army and parliamentary circles, 
where a succession of duels evidenced 
the bitterness. 
The news of the r r sigiuition of Gen 
eral Andre created a sensation, owing 
to the intensity of the recent contro­ 
versy. The opposition to the ministry 
hailed the resignation as a great vic­ 
tory, which will speedily lead to the 
fall of the entire ministry. 
The choice of M. Berteaux to be 
minister of war evokes no enthusiasm, 
as he is not a soldier, and his selec­ 
tion breaks the tradition regarding the 
choice of a military head of the war 
administration.

Hull. Eng., Nov. 16.—The inquiry 
which Great Britain conducts on her 
own behali into the North sea incident 
opened during the day. 
Vice Admiral 
Bridge and Butler Aspinwall, an ad­ 
miralty court lawyer, who were ap­ 
pointed 
to 
conduct 
the inquiry, and 
whose report will form the basis of 
the British case before the interna­ 
tional commission at Burts, sat at a 
large table surrounded by maps show­ 
ing the Dogger Bank and the North 
sea. 
In front was an array of counsel 
and government officials. 
The correspondent of the Associated 
Press learned at the outset that the 
hoard of trade solicitors who have 
been preparing the case have found 
no evidence to suggest the presence 
of the torpedo boats among the fishing 
fieet. 
The 
inquiry 
will, 
therefore, 
merely be an amplification ot the evi­ 
dence at the Inquest and it will be ad­ 
journed to London in the course of a 
few days, the proceedings here being 
confine I to a narrative of the shoot­ 
ing. 
The findings of the court will be 
sent to the board of trade and will 
be submitted to the international com­ 
mission. 
Admiral Bridge started matters witli 
business like promptness, brh fly an­ 
nouncing the method of procedure and 
stating that there will be no speeches. 
Various 
counsel 
representing 
the 
trawler companies and the victims re­ 
ceived permission to examine the wit­ 
nesses, and Mr. Bickfo:*, counsel for 
the board of trade, summarized the 
facts connected with the “lamentable 
occurrence,” saying there was nothing 
connected with 
the trawling 
iieet 
whi; h could possibly account for the 
shooting. 


First W itn e s s Called. 
The first witness was Mr. Behring, 
managing director of the Gamecock 
fleet. 
He testified that 
for twenty- 
f iv e or thirty years the fishing fleet 
had been trawling off Dogger Bank. 
The Russian consul, who was ac­ 
commodated with a seat on the plat­ 
form, asked the first, two witnesses it 
the men of the trawler fleet had re­ 
ported seeing other warships besides 
the Russian 
vessel, but 
apparently 
only the Russian vessels had been met. 
The witnesses all denied that any 
arms, ammunition or contraband were 
on board the trawlers. 
There was no 
room, it was added, to tarry a tor­ 
pedo. 
"Vice Admiral” Carr, who was in 
charge of the trawling fieet at the time 
of the attack, said he had been in the 
naval reserve for seventeen years and 
was accustomed to men-of-war and 
naval signalling. 
Carr reiterated that 
the first Russian division passed close 
to the trawlers without firing and that 
the second division, after starboard­ 
ing and 
keeping 
their 
searchlights 
steadily on the vessels, fired with the 
resuit known. 
After luncheon it was announced 
that Dr. 
Herbert Woodhouse would 
represent the Russian embassy at the 
inquest. 
A home office expert in explosives 
identified the shells as Russian. 
The skipper of the trawler Keith 
in reply to questions said that there 
were no Japanese trawlers and no 
peso present, and that no Jap­ 
anese agents made any suggestion to 
him whatever. 


Skipper Amuses Spectators. 
The skipper of the Snipe related 
how his vessel had been Hit. 
Dr. 
Woodhouse questioned him closely. He 
asked why he had not stopped when 
tiie first shots were fired or at least 
raised signals of distress. 
There was some amusement when 
Dr. Woodhouse asked: 
"Did you want 
to get hit again?" 
The skipper, in the broadest York­ 
shire dialect, replied: 
“Noa. 
T hat’s why I kept agoing.” 
Counsel for the board of trade sug­ 
gested it was rather hard to say what 
would have made the Russians stop. 
"What yould you have done?” asked 
one buDy fisherman, amidst laughter. 
Dr. Woodhouse replied he was not 
the skipper Of a trawler. 
A surgeon of the North sea hos­ 
pital ship Alpha was the last witness 
and brought out the rather important 
statement that ali the Alpha’s lights 
were extinguished soon after the fire 
com men ced. 
The inquiry was then adjourned. 
The commissioners expressed satis­ 
faction at the progress made. 
It is 
hoped that all the testimony regard­ 
ing the cause of the shooting will he 
concluded by the afternoon of Nov. 17. 
A suggestion bv the Russian consul 
that the shcllling was due to the trawl­ 
ers failing to stop when blank shots 
were fired art 1 the fact that the lights 
were extinguished on 
at least one 
trawler is considered here to in some 
degree explain though not to excuse 
the attack by the Russians.
